The Prosidont's Responsibility.
From the Temes.

Our Charleston eorrespondent, reporfing the
unammity of the Sonthern people in opposition
to the Constilutionsl amendment, atéributes
the eircumstafeain « large degres tosa determi.
nation to sustain the Presidentin his policy. A
majority, our Informant writes, “would combat
the Congressional schefie to the bilter end,
even if the President shounld desist from bis hos-
tility to it; but while Mr. Johnson stands fiem
in his present attitude, there will cortwinly be
not (he slightest wavering smong the irlends of
his polioy here.” The explanation is apparent.
The polioy of the President commends itaelf o
the Southern prople by lts neat approuch to
their wishos, and the Presidont has established
his title to their aﬂxport by the struggle he has
mude Lo their behall,  Gratitude to him, there.
fore, 15 jolned to the repugnance otherwise fait
to the conditions of the amendment: and the
two influences, united, shut out all hope of its
ratilication by the South,

creditable to the fidelity than to the sagacity
of the people ol the excluded Stdtes, It may
be, ns they nppear to think, just and proper
to chng to o “lost ewuse;” bub cui bono ?

It i& for him to ss)i]whether the
people whom he wouid belriend shall be called
upon to endure the probable penalties of con-

nued and hereafter voluntary exelusion from
Congress, slmpl{ that bis policy may hnye sup-
porters.  Conststency is a good th.in? inits waf.
and pertinacity is at thmes a useful qoality in
party leaders; but the pertinacity that refuses to
recognike obvious facts, and the consistency
which entatls the inflietion of suffering u?on
others, cau hardly be classed among the qualis-
cntions of statesmanship, .

The continued support accorded by the South
to its leaders may be u pleasant relief to other-
wise fallen fortunes, And thé President, com-
pelled to stand aside while the North ATTAYS
itself in support of Congress, may not unnati-
rally derive satlsfaction from the goodewill of
the South. The responsibility borne by the
Bouthern leaders becanse of their unwillinguess
1o eacrifice” their own pretensions must be
ahared by President Johnson, if, by disregarding
the lesson of the elections, and continuing his
antagonism to the Congressional plau of resto-
ration, he stimulates the Southern people to
reject it,  Any change of his course mightnot
induce a correspcmdinr change in the Bouthern
mind, The probability is, however, that were
he to acoept the verdict of the North as declsive
agzainst bis l')ouf‘y, and to surrender nis ewn pre-
ferences to the demands of the people who made
bim what he is, tbe Southfalso would yield, to the
extent of mtflymg his smendment. hia
course now keeps alive hopes of relief on more
favorable terms, so concession on his part
would unquestionably tend very decidedly to
induce corresponding actibn on the part of the
Southern people, Buch a proceeding would
seem to be dictated by a regard for their in-
tercets, not less than by the duty which requires
obedience to the expressed will of those who
now control the Government,

The saillng of'a great French flest for the Gulf,
for this purpoge, bas been announced. The
throne of Maximilian bhas been supported wholly
by Freuch bayonets; it necesdprily fulls and
crumbles to dust the moment they are with-

This amiable, well-intestioned prings will
retire from the Western Continent a sadder and
i wiserman, He goes back to Austria to tind the
dominions and intiuences of hisimperial brother
curtailed and shorn.
